“ GUILTY, BUT DRUHK." 
A Good Old Btory WortLy Repetition Still. 
A story went the round twenty.five or 
thirty years ago, and is old enough to be 
new. 
It illustrates the embarrassment 
which a glass too much sometimes occa­ 
sions the best of men. There lived in 
Georgia, says Colonel Bradbury, whom 
Burton credits with the narrative, a Cir­ 
cuit Judge by the name of Brown, a man 
of ability, of indexible integrity and be­ 
loved and respected by all the legal profes­ 
sion.

I was very 
drunk when I came home, wasn’t I ?” 
" Why, Judge, you know yonr old habit 
when you get among those lawyers.’

“ Yes. Judge, drunk as a fool, and forty 
times as stupid.” 
“ I thought so,” said the Judge, drop­ 
ping into a chair in extreme despondency. 
“ I knew it would come to that, at least. 
I have always thought that something bad 
would happen to me—that I should do 
something wrong—kill somebody in a 
moment of passion, perhaps—but I never 
imagined that I could be mean enough to 
be guilty of deliberate larceny !” 
“ But there may be some mistake, 
Judge.” 
“ No mistake, Polly. I know very well 
how it all came about. That fellow, Ster­ 
ritt, keeps the meanest sort of liquor, and 
always did—liquor mean enough to make a 
man do any sort of a mean thiog. I have 
always said it was mean enough to make a 
man steal, and now I have a practical illus­ 
tration of the fact!’’ and the poor old man 
burst into tears. 
" Don’t be a child,” said his wife, wiping 
away the tears; “ go like a man over to 
Sterritt, tell him it was a little bit of a 
frolic. Pass it off as a joke—go and open 
Court, and nobody will ever think of it 
again.” 
A little of the soothing system operated 
upon the Judge, as such things usually do ; 
his extreme mortification was finally sub­ 
dued, and over to Sterritt’s he went with a 
tolerable face. Of course he had little dif­ 
ficulty in settling with him—for aside from 
the fact that tne Judge’s integrity was un­ 
questionable, Sterritt had an inkling of the 
joke that had been played. The Judge 
took his Beat in Court; but it was observed 
that he was subdued and melancholy, and 
his mind frequently wandered irom the 
business before him. There was a lack of 
the sense and intelligence that usually 
characterized his proceedings.

“ He pleads guilty, but says he was 
drunk,” replied the Clerk. 
“ What’s the charge against this man ?” 
“ He is indicted for grand larceny.” 
“ What’s the case ?” 
“ May it please your Honor,” said the 
firosecuting attorney, “ the man is regu- 
arly indicted for stealing a large sum from 
the Columbus Hotel.” 
“ He is, hey, and he pleads”— 
“ He pleads guilty, but drunk !” 
The Judge was now fully aroused. 
“ Guilty, but druuk ! That is a most ex­ 
traordinary plea. Young man, you are 
certain you were drunk ?” 
“ Yes, sir.” 
“ Where did you get your liquor?" 
“ At Sterritt’s.” 
“ Did you get none nowhere else ?” 
“ Not a drop, sir.” 
“ You got drunk on his liquor, aud after­ 
ward stole his money ?” 
“ Yes, sir.”

“ Mr. Prosecutor,” said the Judge, “ do 
me the favor to enter a nolle prosequi in 
that man’s case. That liquor of Sterritt’s 
is mean enough to make a man do anything 
dirty. The Court got drunk on it the 
other day and stole ail of Sterritt’s spoons!

Three 
kinds of steel are recognized by the Chinese 
metallurgists, that which is produced by 
adding unwrought to wrought iron while 
the mass is heated ; that mule by aubject- 
ing to fire pure iron, aud that which it 
called native steel.

The Rev. Robert Collyer is an induatri- 
ona worker in his library. He uaually haa 
a box of cigars near at hand when writing. 
Recently he said that his old way of get­ 
ting op sermons at the anvil was the best, 
as during physical exercise thoughts came 
without seeking for them. 
Archdeacon Danbar, of London, con­ 
siders the harp the instrument of religious 
worship, as exemplified in Jewish worship 
aud in representations of heavenly worship, 
and so thinks the instrument has been 
much overlooked, and ought to be gen­ 
erally used. Accordingly, be has secured 
the services of a profeaeional performer to 
play at all lus services. 
Cardinal Newman does not approve of 
the current fashion of writing the lives of 
men while they are living—at any rate so 
far as bis own life is concerned. When it 
was recently announced that an English 
firm had arranged for a biography of him, 
he promptly caused it to be maide known 
over his own name that the work was not 
approved by him, that, in fact, he had de­ 
clined to read the proof-sheets, when asked 
to do so, saying : “ The time for a biog­ 
raphy of him had not come.” 


SPARKS OF SCIENCE, 
According to the London Timee, the coal 
miued in the United Kingdom in 1881 ex­ 
ceeds the product of 1880 by 1,000,000 
tons, which was largely in excess ot any 
preceding year, amounting to 146,818,922 
tons.Moths that have been immersed in sul­ 
phuric ether will recover after the evapora­ 
tion of the ether; beetles will recover 
from the effects of chloroform, aud flies 
after having spent a whole day in a bottle 
of water. 
Dilated phosphoric acid should invari­ 
ably be tested for arsenic before it is used 
in medicine. When made from commercial 
phosphorus, this impurity is very likely to 
be present unless care be taken to remove 
it. An acid properly made will not give 
the slightest test for arseuic. 
Balloonists have a unique method of 
taking “ soundings” to learn their distance 
from the earth when traveling in the air at 
sight. A loud shout is given and the sec­ 
onds are counted until the echo from the 
ground is heard. From the time required 
for the return of the sound it is easy to 
compute the bight of the balloon. 
Regarding explosions in Hour mills, 
Thomas J. Richards, of the British Board 
of Trade, says that the elements of danger 
exiat in all corn mills, the difference being 
in degree merely and not in kind. Although 
disasters of the explosive aort are rare, they 
are liable to occur in all corn mills, and 
cause accidenta more or leas disastrous. 
Dr. H. Grouven has devised a process 
for obtaining ammonia from waste nitro­ 
genous matter. It consists in subjecting 
the material to the action of superheated 
steam, whereby ammonia and the vapor 
of other nitrogenous compounds are formed. 
If this vapor is passed over an argillaceous 
earth heated to redness, it Í9 decomposed 
with the formation of ammonia. 
It is estimated that New York has one 
acre of park area to every 1,142 inhab­ 
itants ; Chicago, one acre to every 252 in­ 
habitants ; Philadelphia, one to every 381 ; 
St. Louis, one to every 166 ; Baltimore, 
one to every 484, and San Francisco, one 
to every 198 inhabitants. New York has 
1,-250,000 inhabitants, and a park area of 
1,094 acres ; Paris has 2,000.000 inhabi­ 
tants, and a park area of 1,094 acres; 
LoDdon has 4,000.000 population, and a 
park area of 15,000 acres. 
A French journal recommends a fire test 
for determining the quality of seeds. 
Samples are placed, one at a time, upon 
live coals. If the combustion is slow and 
qniet, it may be safely decided that the 
seed contained a diseased germ ; but if 
tho seed turns and leaps about, producing 
a dry sound, it may be inferred to have 
good germinating qualities. 
The good 
qnality of larger seed, such as acorns and 
chestnuts, will be indicated by a detona­ 
tion of the seed, soon after being thrown 
into the fire. 
MARRIAGE BROKERS. 
Ia a large double parlor of an old- 
fashioned house iu a once fashionable 
down-town street, an old gentleman with 
a white mustache and a spare thatch of 
white hair on his head, sat at a table op­ 
posite a younger man, with bushy brown 
hair and mustache and imperial. Two 
large piles of circulars lay on the table by 
Borne bundles of cards printed in English, 
French and German, There was verj little 
furniture. 
Four chromos gave ques­ 
tionable adornment to the walls. On a 
round table in the back parlor were two 
large photograph albums—one of them en­ 
tirely empty and the other containing half 
a dozen photographs of young women. 
The two gentlemen spoke with foreign ac­ 
cents. They were waiting for bachelors or 
maidens. They constituted the National 
Matrimonial Alliance Burean, which has 
been organized in this city for two months 
past. The promoters of this benevolent 
enterprise have been eDgaged in business of 
a similar kind in Vienna, and have under­ 
taken to reproduce here a matrimonial ex­ 
change such as haa existed in Berlin, 
Paris and London for years. Their pur­ 
pose is "to facilitate acquaintances be­ 
tween ladies and gentlemen as a means to 
lead to happy matrimonial alliances.” 
A reporter who thought he might pos­ 
sibly desire to undertake “ a happy matri­ 
monial alliance ” called at the office of the 
bureau. 
“ How is your bureau conducted ?” he 
asked, bashfully, of one of the managers. 
“ Not only respectably, but with great 
circumspection, discretion and delicacy. 
We seek to engender confidence in our­ 
selves as mediators, and we promise happy 
results.” 
“ I want a wife, for instance. ” 
The affable mediator opened the empty 
album, closed it quickly, aud opened the 
other oue at the tintype of a healthy-look- 
ing Chicago girl who wants a husband. She 
is 23 years old and targe for her age. The 
other pictures iu the album were of fair 
German girls. All of them were of modest 
faces and comely. 
“ You want a wife,” the broker con­ 
tinued. “ You pay $3 aud register your 
name, address and business. I look np 
your reference and put your photograpn 
in the album. Then you pick out by the 
pictures the girl you think you'd like to 
marry.

T h e H orae in A m erica.— It has been 
generally believed that the horse was in­ 
troduced into America by the Spaniards. 
Professor Marsh, on the other hand, has 
fonnd abundant remains of probable ances­ 
tors of the horse in our \\ extern geological 
formations, so that, if there were no horses 
before the Spaniards came, there mast have 
occurred a failure of the race. E. L. Ber- 
thoud, of Golden,Col., believes that he has 
evidence that the Spaniards found horses 
in Sonth America when they first visited 
it. Among the maps which he has recently 
received from Paris, in a collection of tho 
fifteenth aud sixteenth centuries, is one 
which Sebastian Cabot drew for the Empe­ 
ror Charles V., representing his explora­ 
tions of the La Plata and Parana rivers, 
and containing symbols of tbe animals and 
plants that he found. Among these sym­ 
bols was that of the horse represented near 
the plains of tho Gran Chaco, where the 
immense herds of that animal range to-day. 
He claims that this affords a fair presump­ 
tion of the native origin of the race, for 
neither the Spaniards nor the Portuguese 
had then been long enough in the country 
(iu 1527) for their horses to have escaped 
from Peru to the head of the Paraguay and 
Parana rivers, aud to hsve ’ucrease, m 
numbers sufficiently to attract attention.

A CHANGE OF DOUBTFUL EXPEDIENCY 
The French C taruWtT Deputies has un­ 
der consideration a !atv the enactment of 
which will change the constitution of the 
judiciary of that country entirely. The 
proposition is to oiisndon the appointive 
system for .the elective, and thus conform 
the French to the American judiciary. 
Before adop ing so important a change the 
French legislators will do well to give more 
study to the workings of the principle pro 
posed to them. Iu the United States the 
system of electing Judges has certainly 
not operated so satisfactorily as to justify 
its extension. 
The chief defect of our 
elective judiciary has been found to con­ 
sist in the great difficulty of obtaining real 
independence ou the Letch. It has ap­ 
peared to Le the rule that while iu the 
absence of exciting issues our elective 
judiciary worked smoothly and well, the 
preeeace of such issues is al ways liable to 
be reflected iu the decisions cf the bench. 
Sometimes this tendency towards bias has 
been productive of very alarming and dis 
creditable manifestations. Instances have 
occurred in which Courts have seemed 
little better than the m o u th -piects of 
excited factions, and where the fundamental 
principles of justice and equity have been 
disregarded, or even flagrantly violated, 
for the apparent purpose of gratifying and 
pandering to the prevailing popular senti­ 
ment. It is true that it is impossible un­ 
der any circumstances to secure absolute 
impartiality on the bench, since Jndges aft; 
human, and cannot entirely divest them­ 
selves of prejudice in the performance of 
their duties. It is true that the appointive 
system has sometimes produced marked in­ 
stances of bias, and that there mast always 
be some danger that appointed Judges 
will be more or less subservient to the 
source of their power. But when every 
allowance necessary has been made for 
these drawbacks, it must be admitted that 
the danger of bias and subserviency is very 
much leBs in the appointive than in the 
elective judiciary. 
In the first place the practice of electing 
Jndges for a few years produces many bad 
resulta. The exercise of judicial functions 
necessarily unfits -a lawyer for practice at 
tho bar, and this every msn who has 
served on the bench, and then returned 
to practice as an attotney, must admit. 
The habit of weighing both sides of every 
case in at. even balance, which is indispsns 
able to the Judge, is injurious to the prac­ 
ticing lawyer, since it tends to prevent 
him from applying his mind with any 
enthusiasm to one side of a cause. 
The bench therefore tenis to disqualify 
its occupants for practice at the bar, and for 
this reason the man who has served a term 
as Judge naturally desires to remain on the 
bench. But in order to secure another 
term he must employ tho arts of the poli­ 
tician. lie must strive to render himself 
popular. 
He must seek to make the 
conscientious discharge of his judicial func­ 
tions consist with the practice of a cer­ 
tain amount of demagogy. This ho cannot 
do, for the two things are incompatible. 
But many Judges have attempted the feat, 
and to the derogation of their independ­ 
ence and impartiality. 
Should some 
exciting issue arise, involving litigation, 
there is a strong tem ptati^ to tho office- 
seeking Judge to assume a position in re­ 
gard to it which will create the impression 
that he can be trusted to render a decision 
in harmony with the prevailing sentiment. 
Of course no man can enter into snch 
methods without injuring his own char­ 
acter and degrading the bench, but such 
temptations beset an appointed judiciary, 
and there are many who yield to them. 
So common, indeed, has this kind of ju­ 
dicial panderiog become that men often 
discuss the probable action of this or 
that Judge upon leading issues, in con­ 
nection with, and as beiog dependent upon, 
their political ambil ion. It Í9 possible that 
in many cases the persons so spoken of im­ 
agine that they have escaped criticism, but 
the public Ecent for selfish motives is very- 
keen, and few who have been led away 
by their office-hunger escape detection. 
It is however, not altogether just to put 
upon the Jndges the responsibility which 
really belongs to the system. An elected 
judiciary must, in the nature of the case, 
be less independent than an appointed one. 
The very principles and considerations 
which operate in the most salutary way 
when applied to other officers, affect the 
judiciary injuriously. It is necessary and 
desirable that other public officers should 
always be strictly amenable to the public. 
It is neither necessary nor desirable that 
the judiciary should be amenable to public 
opinion. For they are appointed to admin­ 
ister laws already framed, and to do justice 
between contending parties without respect 
of pcrsonB, and without fear or favor. The 
ideal Judge is completely independent of 
external criticism. He is guided by the 
law and by his conscience, and he recog­ 
nizes no other influence. It is to him in­ 
different whether the party to a case be 
popular or unpopular ; whether the result 
of a case be this or that. He proceeds in 
all cases with the same impartiality, 
and he renders his decisions upon no other 
ground than that of right. 
Under the elective By-stem it requires a 
very strong and self-poised nature to live 
up to this standard, an¿l such natures are 
seldom found in the political arena. A 
Judge, moreover, should not have to seek 
office. He should be selected for it be­ 
cause of his manifest qualifications. Nor 
should he be chosen for his politics, since 
they can only exercise a disturbing in­ 
fluence over his legal attainments. Under 
the appointive system Governments are 
compelled to make selections which will 
stand criticism, but no such obligation 
rests upon the people, and as a result men 
totally unfit are every day nominated and 
elected to judicial offices. The French 
Chamber of Deputies is on the verge of a 
great mistake, and should it adopt the 
elective system tor its judiciary it will re­ 
pent the change instantly. It has at 
present some difficulties to contend with, 
but they are as nothing to those which are 
inseparable from the elective system. In 
this country public opinion íb steadily mov­ 
ing towards the abandonment of the 
method which the French appear about to 
adopt bo precipitately. 


AT LAS T. 
At last the Japanese Indemnity bill has 
passed the Senate. 
It has taken about 
seventeen years to loosen the grip of Con­ 
gress upon this petty sum of $785,000, 
although no session has passed without 
an indignant remonstrance from the press 
of the country, and a fi-snk setting forth 
of the obligations of the Government. 
Even now the Senate has not been able 
to return the money in a hanasome and 
honorable way, but after having enjoyed 
tho use and interest of it ail these years 
it adopts the small-minded and miserly 
course of striking off all repayment of the 
interest, and handing back only the bare 
principal. This, of course, involves the 
illegitimate appropriation, or, in other 
words, the stealing, of the entire interest, yet 
the Senate would rather disgrace the 
country by this exhibition of meanness 
than do its plain duty in paying to Japan 
the full amount, principal and interest. 
It is well that the bill has secured a pas­ 
sage at all, however, for several times it 
looked as though the claim would be re­ 
pudiated. 
______ 
THE GREAT STRIKE COLLAPSING. 
The great Btrike in the Eastern States is 
already collapsing. The fact that it was a 
great blunder has forced itself upon the 
minds of the strikers, if not upon the 
minds of their advisers, and everywhere 
they are retnrning to work at the old 
rates. In some places, however, the strike 
has been changed into a lock-out. The 
employers have gladly accepted the oppor­ 
tunity for the suspension of production, 


and they refuse to resume even at the old 
rates. The men in these places have 
thrown themselves out of employ ment, and 
they may have to endure much suffering 
before they get work again. The truth is 
that the « hole movement was a piece of 
almost incredible folly, aud that it has had 
no other effect than to squander the hard- 
earned reserves of a great number of 
Trade Unions, and to injure the standing 
of all the labor organizations which bave 
been engaged iu it. It is really pitiable to 
see the workingmen thus sacrificed to the 
obstinacy aud folly of a little clique of im­ 
postors who pretend to know ju.t what is 
best for their credulous followers, yet who 
have never yet won for them a single ad­ 
vantage, but have on the contrary caused 
them many and heavy Ioshcs, and have in 
fact prevented them from improving their 
condition. Some day they will see that 
organization is no use to them unlees it is 
guided and controlled by honesty aud in­ 
telligence, and that when organization is 
guided and controlled by dishonesty and 
stupidity, the rauk and file are merely 
helpless victims and dupes, and not free­ 
men making good and sensible use of their 
privileges aud opportunities. 


ROSESON AND THE NAVY. 
Robeson sustained rather a heavy fire 
in the House on the question of the navy, 
and he came cut of it looking the worse 
for wear. His answers to qnestions con­ 
cerning the present condition of the naval 
forces of the country were in the last de­ 
gree nonsensical, and his efforts to wave 
the “ bloody shirt" were altogether in the 
line of opera bonffe. Few more comical 
things have been said than his solemn re­ 
mark that be thanked God all the present 
war vessels had been built or projected 
under his superintendence. Why should 
Mr. Robeson thank God because his labors 
as Secretary of the Navy have resulted in 
destroy ing the navy of the United States ? 
Why should he exult because $¿00,000,000 
have been squandered in ten years upon 
repairs to a number of rotteu old vessels 
-which are absolutely unserviceable after all? 
Why should he take credit to himself for 
having been at the head of the Navy 
Department at the time when it was 
honeycombed with jobbery and corrup­ 
tion ? These are questions which he would 
perhaps undertake to evade by some vague 
reference to the war of the rebellion. He 
reminds us of that Senator Radcliffe, in 
the novel called " Democracy,” who used 
to excuse the most flagitious practices by 
a lofty pretense of patriotism, and who 
thought that bribery aud fraud and ballot 
box stuffing were all perfectly legitimate if 
it was only announced that they were un­ 
dertaken "in the service of the State. 
Mr. Robeson is probably not wholly respon­ 
sible for the destruction of the navy and 
the squandering and stealing of the enor­ 
mous sums which have been appropriated 
to that department, but the country does 
not regard him as a model Secretary of tho 
Navy, and if he had any modesty he 
would refrain from challenging further in 
quiry into his departmental record. 
THE MISSOURI BANK ROBBERS. 
It is clear enough that the Missouri bank 
robbers who have just been captured did 
not belong to the band of the late lamented 
Jesse James. His men would never have 
allowed themselves to be trapped in that 
way, or if they had been so trapped they 
would have fought like wolves to the last, 
and would then have expected to be 
lynched. We fear that the chivalry of 
Missouri is on the decline, and that the 
death of Jesse James has given it a death­ 
blow. The conception of the last bank 
robbery was pretty, and it was carried out 
somewhat neatly, but there was no head to 
the band of robbers, aud so they could not 
effect their escape. 
Still, if Governor 
Crittenden will undertake to open negotia­ 
tions with these aspiring youths, he may 
perhaps succeed in stimulating their self­ 
respect, and thus make tirst-clasa thieves 
and murderers out of them. 
No doubt 
they are at present regarded with a great 
deal of interest by the Missourians general­ 
ly, and if they are not lynched by persons 
of hasty disposition they may live to be a 
credit to the State. We are a little sur­ 
prised that the telegraph has thus far failed 
to inform the public what churches they 
are members of, and the name or names of 
their pastor or pastors. 
This is an omis­ 
sion which has too mnch the appearance of 
design to be consistent with a perfectly 
impartial spirit, and therefore we trust it 
will be rectified without further delay. 
IGNATIEFF'd RETIREMENT. 
The resignation of General Ignatieff from 
the office of Minister of the Interior is 
probably a fortunate event for Russia. 
There can be no doubt that he is mainly 
responsible for the infamous persecution of 
the Jews which has so disgraced Russian 
civilization. He was also a bitter foe to 
the Germans, and being so, was shaping 
the entire policy of the country so as to 
afford excuse for measures which would 
probably have involved a war with Ger­ 
many, and a tremendous thrashing for Rus­ 
sia. The proper role for Ignatieff was that 
of a diplomatist. As the first liar in Eu­ 
rope, and as possessing a certain small cun­ 
ning of his own, he was peculiarly fitted 
for the uoderhanded intrigue which is the 
foreign diplomacy of Russia. His quali 
ties, however, did not fit him for a higher 
position, and as Minister of the Interior he 
has done nothing but mischief. Of course 
his statement that he has baffled the 
Nihilists at every turn is absolutely un 
true, but it is none the less characteristic. 
THE ARMY RETIREMENT BILL. 
The age at which army officers are hence­ 
forth to retire from the eervice has been 
fixed by the House at 64. In all proba­ 
bility thia is too advanced an age. Statis­ 
tics show that there are very few officers of 
64 now in the service, and that conse­ 
quently such a provision will have but 
little effect in improving the tone of the 
army. So many changes have been made 
in the bill for the purpose of accommodat 
iog particular officers, that it will probably 
be of very little utility when it ia finally 
enacted.

"O ld Bosy’s ” T ruthfulness. 
Chicago, June 14th.—The Chicago papers 
this morning contained epecials purporting to 
give an interview with General Koaecrans re­ 
garding the recently published letters of Gen­ 
eral Garfield to Secretary Chase. In these 
speci vis General Rosecrans is reported as say­ 
ing : "But one year ago, when I attended 
the exercises at West Point, General Anson 
Stager told me that he was one of the four 
persons present at the Leuisville interview 
with Stanton, and that what occurred there 
was just the reverse of what was stated by 
General Garfield. I believed Stager, because 
I would place his word against that of Gar- 
fi.-U,” This dispatch beingshown to General 
Ans 10 Stager this afternoon, that gentleman 
replied that he did not remember to have 
met General Rosecrans in years; that he 
never bad any conversation with General 
Rosecrans at West Point or eLewhcre, as de­ 
tailed in the special dispatch ; thst nutil the 
publication of the purported interview he 
was not aware that GeneraV Rosecrans at­ 
tended the West Point exercises last sum- 
a-.cr, and that it is not in fact true that he 
told General Rosecrans, or any one else, that 
what occurred at the Louisville meeting with 
Stanton was the reverse of what was stated 
by General Garfield. 
D rm oeralle Sharp Practice Exposed. 
W ashington, June 14th.—The attention 
of the Kepub’ie&n members of Congress has 
been called to the significant proceedings ou 
the part of the Democratic Congressional 
Committee in getting ready for tho coming 
campiign. A pamphlet has been prepared, 
in the guise of a public document—being in­ 
dorsed as part of the Congressional Record 
—and is permitted to go free through the 
mails. The pamphlet contains extrscts of 
speeches made for and againBt Chinese immi­ 
gration, sc selected as best to suit the Dem­ 
ocratic purpose. The evident intention is to 
place the Republican party io the light of an 
enemy to the welfare and interests of free 
American labor. The first part of the 
pamphlet is devoted to extracts from 
the speeches of Rosecrans, Cassidy, Berry, 
Flower, 
Tucker, 
Deuster, 
Buckner, 
Richardson, Blount, Cnrtin, Townshend and 
McLone—all Democrats. The Chinese re­ 
striction law is claimed to be a Democratic 
measure, originated and passed by Demo­ 
cratic vates, with the help and of an insig­ 
nificant number of It ¡publicans. The Morey 
letter is again displayed, carefully concealing 
the exposure made of that forgery. The ex­ 
tracts made from Democratic epcsches are 
those which are best calcu’ated to make the 
poor laborer believe that the Democratic 
party is his friend and protector, and the Re-, 
publican party bis enemy. The quotations 
from the Republican speeches are made so as 
to convey wrong impressions.

W ashington, Jnne 14th.—W, H. Tree 
cott testified to-day that his mission was to 
bring the warring States of Chile, Bern and 
Bolivia together, and, if possible, make 
peace ; knew nothing of the Shipherd cor­ 
respondence ; never saw him but once: knew 
nothing of the United States Minister being 
corrupted by the Credit Industrial or other 
company ; never saw anything showing that 
Hurlbut was corruptly influenced. The 
Chilean Foreign Secretary said the Chilean 
Government had no charge whatever against 
Hurlbnt. Answering Belmont, he said the 
Credit Indnstriel had tbe only plan which 
seemed feasible to pay the war indemnity.

Perry and F. S. Richards, Mormon delegates 
from the Utah Constitutional Convention, 
passed through Omaha to-day, en route to 
Washington, to present the Constitution of 
Utah as a State to Congress, and ask for ad­ 
mission. They will remain at Washington 
until Congress adjourns, if necessary. The 
Constitution provides a republican form of 
government, and does not touch the question 
of Mormonism. 
l ulled Stales Senate. 
W ashington, Jnne 11th.—In the Senate 
to-day a lor g straggle occurred for prece­ 
dence in the regular buricess, but finally a 
motion by Bayard to take up the bonded 
spirits bill prevailed. 
, 
At this point a message was received from 
the President, transmitting, in response to 
the Senate resolution of the 5th, from the 
Secretary of State, copies of tho full cor­ 
respondence of the State Department with 
Envoy Trfscott and Assistant Secretary 
Walker Blaine. Ordered printed and re­ 
ferred to the Foreign Relations Committee. 
The regular order—the House bill to 
amend the laws in relation to the entry of 
distilled spirits in distillery and special 
bonded warehouses, and withdrawal of tbe 
same therefrom—was resumed, and the sub­ 
stitute reported by the Finance Committee 
read.Bayard briefly urged the necessity of a 
prolongation of the bonded period from three 
to five years, instead of indefinitely, as pro­ 
posed by the House. In discussir the idea 
of an indefinite period, he suggested the 
possible contingency of a fluctuation in the 
market, which would leave the great body 
of warehoused whisky in the hands of the 
Government throngh the insolvency of the 
owners, and the danger that the stocks 
would be tampered with and the revenue 
defrauded by Government officials. 
Williams advocAted the House bill, and 
opposed the Senate Committee amendments. 
He ridiculed the Windom investigation on 
the subject, and attributed the outcry which 
gave rise to it to the fact that parties inter­ 
ested had failed ra'.her than agreed to pro­ 
vide a corruption fund. 
Sherman said the bill, like the Carlisle 
bill of 1880, was a departure from the prin­ 
ciple of the warehousing system, which, not­ 
withstanding the Democratic opposition in 
its institution, had operated beneficially. 
Without action the Senate went into execu­ 
tive session, and soon adjonrned, 
A Breeze In Ihc House of R epresentatives. 
W ashington, June 14th.— The House 
went into Committee of the Whole on the 
legislative appropriation bill. 
White of New York moved to strikeout 
the clause appropriating 81,975.000 for sala­ 
ries and expenses of Collectors and their 
deputies. In the cofiree of his remarks he 
stated that Miller, of the Whisky Associa­ 
tion, had said that Kelley had made a bar­ 
gain with the whisky people, by which the 
tariff and whisky people had pooled their in­ 
terests in legislation. 
Kelley, who had been disturbed by these 
insinuations, arofe, and with great passion 
denounced the statement as false, or the rav­ 
ing of a innatic or liar. 
White, pale with passion, retorted that 
Kelley m'ght be Bcoundrel enough to make 
such a charge. 
Instantly a doz m members arose and de­ 
manded that the words he taken down. 
This was done, and the words reported to 
the House, 
% Springer was ready with a resolution in­ 
structing the Speaker to ceusure both gentle­ 
men.White announced that Kellc-y did not per­ 
sonally refer to him, bnt to the statement of 
Miller. 
Kelley at once said that he referred to 
White, and to White only. 
There seemed nothing to dc bnt adminis­ 
ter the rebuke of the House, when Kelley, 
in a brief speech, apologized to the House, 
but added that the provocation was great 
to defend his honor for his own and his 
family’s sake, and he reminded the House 
with great emotion that in twenty-two years’ 
service this was the first time he had been 
rebuked. 
His speech was so pathetic that a dozen 
mambers moved that his name bo stricken 
from tke resolution of censure, 


Before this was done White apologized, 
stating that he too had labored under great 
provocation, and especially as Kelley hsd in 
a recent speech alluded to him as a lunatic. 
Kelley eaid that at the time he referred 
to White as a lunatic he did not know there 
had been a family affliction of that sort.

The patriotic citizens of Graniteville, 
who are every year cut off from communi­ 
cation with the rest of the world by an 
impassible belt of snow, are making exten­ 
sive preparations to celebrate the comiDg 
anniversary of their country's independ­ 
ence. There will be a picnio, with all the 
attendants, and also a dance. 
According to the Sun, which ia very good 
authority, Colusa county, after all, will 
produce a half crop. Four weeks ago it 
was not thought the crops there would 
amount to anything, but the late favorable 
weather has wrought a wonderful change. 
The wheat on Grand Island and in Suttc-r 
county looks exceedingly well. 
On Tnlare river, Tulare county, for three 
days the past week, the thermometer 
went up to 108 degrees, which made many 
determine to flee to the mountains or sea­ 
shore for comfort. Harvesting, of which 
thore will be very little, is now in pro­ 
gress. Hundreds of aores will be left as 
worthless, making a sad outlook for many 
a poor farmer. Lumber Is already being 
brought down the mountains, and finds a 
ready sale regardless of poor crops. 
The lower Yellowstone valley, above and 
below Miles City, is steadily filling up with 
people from the Western States, who are 
attracted by the facilities for combining 
farming in the bottoms with stock-raising 
in the hills adjoining. As soon as it is de* 
finitely settled that crops can be grown 
there without irrigation, the whole valley 
will be taken up in qnarter-section claims. 
The experience of the ranchmen, who have 
lived two or three years in that region, 
goes to show that below the Big Horn crops 
are as certain on the first bench along the 
river as in Iowa or Illinois.

The City of New York arrived at San 
Francisco Tuesday from Sydney and Anck- 
land via Honolulu, and brings later Colo­ 
nial news : 
M. F. Meadways & Bell, and David 
Mastereon, of Melbourne, have become in­ 
solvent, and it is apprehended that other 
mercantile houses will shortly be com* 
pelled to suspend payment. 
The Victorian Parliament was opened by 
the Governor April 21st.

A thick lode of manganese has been dis­ 
covered near Wallington, New Zealand. 
Sir Julius Vogel is on his way to New 
Zealand f om England, and the opposition 
to the Whittaker Government hope to 
induce him to enter politics and lead their 
party. 
Owing to the drought in New South 
Wales, large shipments of potatoes, butter, 
etc., have been sent from Auckland to 
Sydney.

Copious rains fell in Victoria about the 
end of April, thus averting further loss 
from drought. 
Small pox has appeared in Melbourne. 
A royal commission has been appointed 
to inquire into and report upon the con­ 
struction cf the various theaters in Sydney, 
and the provisiou that has been made to 
prevent the Iobs of life through fire or other 
panic. 
The labor agent, mate and four of the 
crew of the brig Janet Stewart have been 
murdered by the natives of the Solomon 
Islands, who afterwards plundered and set 
fire to the ship. The captain was absent 
on a recruiting trip at the time of the mas­ 
sacre, and escaped. 
A Japanese man-of-war has been de­ 
tailed to visit Australian and New Zealand 
ports.

The lem i-annual m eeting of the State 
Viticultor*! Commission was held at San 
Francisco M onday. 
There were present 
Commissioners W etm ore, Krug, De T urk, 
W est, Blowers, Chief Executive H orticult­ 
ural Officer M atthew Cooke, and John 
H . W heeler, the Secretary. 
A bsent, Com­ 
missioners Hose, Blanchard and Shorb. 
Commissioner Krng, of the Com m ittee 
on D istillation, Counterfeits aud A dultera­ 
tion, presented and read a communication 
prepared by the com m ittee, under instruc­ 
tions from the Commission and addressed 
to the R epresentatives and Senators repre­ 
senting California in Congress. 
This is an 
indorsem ent of the Clardy bill, imposing a 
tax on im itation still and sparkling wines. 
A resolution, offered by Commissioner 
Blowers, approving of the action of the 
com m ittee, was unanim ously adopted. 
The following, offered by Commissioner 
W etm ore, was adopted : 
Renolcrd, That the Committee on Distillation, 
Counterfeiters and Adulterations be instructed to 
communicate with the United States Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue and ascertain whether, uuder 
existing laws, the addition of im ported cherry juice 
in th»* preparation of so-called wines does not sub­ 
ject the same to taxation ; also, w hether sugar, 
glucose or other saccharine m atter can be used in 
ferm entation of grape juice when the same produces 
an increase of spirit other than th a t produced from 
tbe natural saccharine m atter c nt&ined in the 
graj>e, w ithout subjecting the so-called wines so pro­ 
duced to a tax. as on spirit*, for the am ount of 
spirit produced from the cane sugar, glucose, etc.; 
also, whether, under existing laws, interpreted iu 
the spirit of the Constitution, pure grape spirits 
cannot be added to sweet wines to the extent neces­ 
sary to preserve them w ithout taxation ? 
Chief Executive 
H orticultural Officer 
M atthew Cooke stated th a t inasmuch as 
there seemed to be danger of spreading dis­ 
ease by the use of grape boxes for fruit, he 
desired to know the will of the Board as to 
enforcing th e dipping or disinfection of 
said packages, to which the Board re­ 
sponded by instructing him to enforce for 
grape package the quarantine rules applica­ 
ble to packages designed for other fruits, 
whenever necessary for th e protection of 
horticultural interests. 
The m eeting adjourned until the 10th of 
next m onth, when officers for the ensuing 
term will be elected.
